Rush, Yeramian join council 


Mayor Oakley wins second term; 
Gallien loses; Folmar re-elected 


Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley won his bid for a second term 
in office, defeating his challenger, 
Mel Morgan, 2,928 to 2,203 votes in 
unofficial vote returns from 


Tuesday’s city election. 

Oakley’s victory was an almost 
exact repeat of the primary election 
in September when he bested

The Romulus school district’s 
nine-mill renewal proposal won by 
the narrowest of margins, according 
to unofficial vote returns in 
Tuesday's city and school elections. 

The renewal is for a five-year 
period, but tax collections to pay for 
the levy will not begin until next 
year. 


The advisory proposal to test the 
wind of public favor on whether 
Romulus should have a commercial 
and political sign ordinance won 
voter approval 2,669 fo 1,410. 

Although voters voted for the city 
to have such an ordinance, the final 
decision will be up to city council. 


Morgan by a 1,744 to 1,157 difference. 

Morgan, a local businessman and 
developer, had vowed an all-out 
battle to gain the mayor’s chair and 
had spent heavily on newspaper ads, 
a political tabloid, and campaign 
literature. 

In the race for treasurer, Beverly 
McAnally, veteran council member, 
came out on top, winning over in- 
cumbent Helen Gallien 2,866 to 2,049 
votes. 

1" * he Primary election, 
McAnally had also edged Gallien 
that time narrowly, 1,108 to 1,093, a 
surprise to many political pundits. 
Gallien had seved as city finance 
director under former Treasuer 
John B. Lewkowicz, who lost out in 
the primary.

Police continue investigation 
of Halloween night shooting 


Both a 16-year-old white youth who 
was wounded Halloween night and a 
26-year-old black nan, who police 
say shot the youth during a racially- 
motivated incident in Romulus, 
remain free of - Vges this week. 

TTie youtlviy eh stable condition 
and improving at Wayne County 
Generpf hospital, according to Det. 
Ricljtfrd Fenton of the Wayne 
Qodnty Sheriff’s Department. 

Arrested Wednesday night at his 
home, but later released pending 
further investigation, is David Allen, 
who had moved into the all-white 
neighborhood Oct. 27, with his wife 
and four small children. 

Fenton said his investigation 
disclosed that Allen and his family 
had been harrassed every night 
since moving into the neighborhood, 
evidently by a group of juveniles and 
youths. 

"These kids were throwing bot- 
tles, rocks and bricks at the Allen 
house and also had set fire to a 
bunch of leaves near the house," 
explained the detective. 

Fenton said the youths also ap- 
parently had dressed up in white 
sheets in efforts to pass themselves 
off as members of the Klu Klux 
Klan 

The shooting incident occurred 
when the juvenile and a second 
youth, Steven Sagert, both of 
Romulus, drove by in a pickup truck 
about 9 p.m. Wednesday and at- 
tempted to throw a bottle at the 
Allen house. 

Failing in his efforts to "get a good 
throw" from the passenger’s seat, 
the juvenile got into the back of the 
open bed truck, and the duo 
allegedly came back for a second 
try, the detective said. 

As the truck came to almost a 


complete stop in front of Allen’s 
house, the juvenile reportedly stood 
up in the back of the truck to throw 
the bottle, he reported. At that time, 
Allen fired a .12 gauge shotgun blast 
at the truck, with pellets striking the 
youngster in the side, Fenton said. 

TTie officer estimated that Allen 
was about 25 feet away at the time of 
the shooting. 

Fenton said filing charges in the 
case would be up to the Prosecutor’s 
Office. Prosecutor Robert Sage 
could not be reached Monday on

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whether he would file charges 
against either or both the juvenile or 
Allen. Fenton told the Roman he had 
not heard from Sage and was not 
aware of any charges that would be 
filed against either individual. 

TTie officer said Allen had rented 
the house in the southwest section of 
the city from a local real estate 
broker and that both he and his wife 
are employed at the General Motors 
Willow Run Plant at Ypsilanti. 

Fenton asked that anyone with 
knowledge of the shooting or of 
events leading up to the shooting 
should contact him at the Out-county 
Sheriffs Office at 721-2222. 

The injured juvenile’s father told 
the Roman that he could not un- 
derstand why his son "would do such 
a thing". He said his son was a 
"straight A student at Romulus High 
School" and had never been in 
trouble before. 

However, the father expressed 
anger at no charges being filed, as 
of Monday, against Allen. 

"This man should be made to pay 
for what he did. What he did was 10 
times worse than what my son did," 
he said. 

The father claimed that there was 
more to the case than indicated and 
contended that there was only water 
in the Molotov cocktail that was 
thrown at Allen’s house. He added 
that Allen" ... had taken the law into 
his own hands." 

"I’ve never had any trouble before 
with blacks," the father explained 
"My next door neighbor is a black 
and we get along fine. He even 
comes over and* borrows my 
lawnmower once in a while." 

The father said his son is out of 
danger, but that the shotgun pellet 
remains imbedded inside his body 


The race for clerk produced no 
surprise with veteran incumbent 
Leonard J. Folmar easily beating 
Jerry Kubiak, ordinance officer 
under former mayors Terry Trout 
and James Stewart. Folmar polled 
2,910 votes to 1,768 for Kubiak. 

The race for seven council seats, 
with 14 candidates in the field, 
produced an upset when incumbent 


Mary L. Carter failing to win re- 
election. 

The other five incumbents kept 
their council seats and will be joined 
by surprise winner Richard K. 
Yeramian and Ed Rush, well-known 
city florist. 

Unofficial vote totals for the 
winners are: Mary Ann Banks, 
3,239; Fred ‘Junior’ Block, 2,411; 
Gerry Canejo, 2,208; Ray Cantrell, 


2,202; Jimmie Raspberry, 2,457; 
Rush, 2,161; and Yeramian, 2,053. 

Vote totals for losing candidates 
for council are: Carter, 1,843; Barry 
Baumann, 1,862; Wayne Avery, 
1,435; Richard K. Campbell, 1,441; 
Charles J. Dick, 1,091; Ed Fall, 919; 
and Shirlee M. Helms, 1,062. 

Clerk Folmar reported a total of 
5,263 votes cast in the election 
Tuesday. 


Sherriff's detectives solve 
several area burglaries

Several crime cases, including the 
recent theft at Romulus City Hall, 
arson of a residence, and breaking 
apd enterings in the Meadows 
Subdivision, are being cleared up by 
two detectives from the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department. 

Various crimes in and around the 
Meadows are keeping police busy 
around the clock, according to 
Detectives Robert Pond and Ed 
Undberg.

Two suspects picked up by 
Belleville Police Oct. 24 on a 
charge of breaking into a car at a 
local trailer park are believed 
linked to the recent theft of 
cameras, camera equipment, a 
tape recorder and tapes from 
Romulus City Hall, the detectives 
said. 

The detectives said Belleville 
Police Officers Robert Dawson and 
Richard Wall spotted the two men 
looking into vehicles at the trailer 
park and stopped them. A search of 
their car reportedly turned up 
several suspicious articles on the 
car’s seats. The pair was asked to 
open the car’s trunk. There, 
Belleville police found several CB 
radios, cameras and camera 
equipment, some of which were 
Jater identified as among items 
taken in the Romulus City Hall 
breakin, Lindberg said. 

Informed of the arrests, Pond and 
Lindberg also questioned the two 
men. Although warrants have been 
issued against the two men, 
charging them with larceny from a 
car in the Belleville case, the 
detectives said their investigation is 
continuing. 

Both suspects are in custody, 
awaiting trial for the Belleville 
larceny, the detectives said. Since 
no warrants have been issued for the 
city hall theft the names of the 
two suspects are being withheld, 
they said. 

Police also arrested a suspect for 
the breaking and entering a house at 
16200 Middlebelt Road, Romulus, on 
Aug. 8. 

Lindberg called the case unusual, 
following the investigation. He said 
three men reportedly broke into the 
home, ransacked it of valuables and 
piled them on a blanket on the floor. 
Noticing the door to a bedroom was 
locked, they also broke down the 
door, only to find the muzzle of a gun 
pointed at them and held by the 
owner of the residence, an elderly 
woman in her 70s. Evidently 
frightened, the threesome ran from 
the house, leaving everything 
behind, Lindberg said. 

Investigation resulted in the 
arrest Oct. 24 of Thomas Ward, 19, of 
Romulus, who was charged with 
breaking and entering He waived 
examination last Wednesday before 
Judge Henry Zaborowski in 
Romulus 34th District Court and was 
lodged in the Wayne County Jail 
after failing to post $5,000 bond He 
will appear for arraignment in 
Circuit Court on Nov 15, the 
detectives said 

The officers said they expect to 
make additional arrests in the case 
soon 


Another investigation of a 
breakin in the Meadows led to the 
arrest Oct. 24 of Keith Reynolds, 
26, of Ypsilanti. 

Lindberg said police received 
information that Reynolds allegedly 
had some stereo components in his 
possession reportedly taken during a 
breakin Oct. 23 of a house at 28415 
Leroy St. Owner of the residence 
was on vacation at the time, he said. 

Reynolds was charged with 
receiving stolen property over $100 
and appeared Oct. 25 before Judge 
Zaborowski in district court. He was 
released on a personal bond and will 
appear for pre-trial examination in 
the same court Nov. 28, Lindberg 
said. 

The detectives said John Lewis, 
youth officer for the sheriff’s 
department, provided valuable 
leads in the case. 

The two detectives also arrested 
Edward Narowski, 20, of Romulus, 
for a theft at the Millwood Lumber 
Co., 14211 Harrison, Romulus in 
early June. Taken in the theft was 
about $100 in cash, but about $1,000 
in damages were done to the ex- 
terior and interior of the company’s 
building, the officers said. 

Narowski pleaded guilty to a 
reduced charge of entering without 
breaking last Tuesday in Wayne 
County Circuit Court before Judge 
Richard Dunn and was released on 
personal bond. He will appear Nov. 
27 before Judge Dunn for sen- 
tencing. Originally, he was charged 
with breaking and entering, which 


carries a maximum sentence of 15 
years in prison. The reduced charge 
carries a 5-year term in prison. 

Two Romulus residents, Kenneth 
Lowe, 17, and Floyd Dunaway, 18, 
will appear Nov. 7 in 34th District 
Court for examination to determine 
whether there is sufficient evidence 
to bind them over for trial on 
charges of arson. The pair had 
pleaded guilty to the charge, 
stemming from a fire at a residence 
at 16110 Farnum July 19. 

Lindberg and Pond, however, 
would not release any information 
pertaining to the case. Lowe was 
originally arrested July 20 and 
Dunaway on Sept. 18. Both men are 
now out on personal bond, the 
detectives said. 

The officers said Dunaway lived 
across the street from the burned 
house, while Lowe lived only a few 
blocks away. 

A suspect has been arrested in the 
breakin July 29 of a house at 16227 
Wildfox. also in the Meadows, 
Lindberg said. 

According to the detective, the 
structure is a house under con- 
struction. Allegedly, taken in the 
breakin were a dishwasher, cup- 
boards and a quantity of tile. Some 
of the items were recovered, police 
said.

Following his cooperation with 
police, the suspect was released 
pending further investigation. 
Again, Lindberg and Pond credited 
Youth Officer Lewis with greatly 
aiding the probe. 


Murder suspect 
turns himself in to 
Wyandotte police 


A suspect, sought by police in 
the shooting death last week of a 
Wyandotte man in a Romulus 
residence, surrendered himself 
to Wyandotte police last Wed- 
nesday. He is lodged in jail facing 
two charges. 

Dennis W. Pillette, 21, walked 
into the Wyandotte police station 
last Wednesday afternoon, ac- 
cording to Det. Ed Lindberg of 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s » 
Department. Lindberg is working 
on the murder case with Det. 
Jimmy Cranford and Det. Alex 
Robertson of the Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Police began looking for 
Pillette after being called 
Monday to 15802 Springhill in 
Romulus to investigate a 
shooting Arriving on the scene 
about 6 p.m they found Ulysses 
G. i Meade, 21, dead from a 
shotgun blast to the face. 

Police said a party was in 
progress at the Springhill 
residence when Meade and 
Pillette became involved in an 
argument 

Witnesses told police Meade 


allegedly walked up to Pillette, 
whom he knew had a .16 gauge 
shotgun, and pointed to his own 
chin, saying "Right here, right 
here". 

The detectives said Pillette 
allegedly shot Meade in the face 
and then fled from the scene in a 
car. The automobile later was 
found in the downriver area, 
police said. 

Pillette was arraigned Thur- 
sday morning before Judge 
James Stone in Romulus 34th 
District Court on charges of 
second-degree murder and 
possession of a firearm in the 
commission of a felony, said 
Lindberg 

The accused man was lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail pending 
his examination in district court 
at9a.m today. 

Police said court records 
revealed that Pillette pleaded 
guilty in 1978 to "careless, 
recklgss and negligent use of a 
firearm causing injury" in the 
shooting of a woman. He was 
granted two years probation, 
Lindberg said.

To study merger of DOT, SEMTA 


Mahalak appointed to special transit panel 


State Rep. Edward Mahalak (D- 
38th District) has been appointed to 
a special committee to study the 
proposed merger of the City of 
Detroit’s public transportation 
system with the Southeast 
Michigan Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA). 

The studies will be conducted by 


select members of the House and 
Senate and representatives of the 
Governor's Office, the City of 
Detroit and SEMTA. 

"Although consolidation of the 
two transportation systems would 
offer many advantages,” Mahalak 
said, "there are a number of 


problem areas which the special 
committee will attempt to resolve. 

"There is an immediate need for 
final decisions on a plan and 
program for public transportation 
services in southeast Michigan. 

"A sound transportation network 
is vital to the economy of the State. 


Public transportation services in 
particular are becoming in- 
creasingly important in light of our 
energy conservation efforts." 

"Probably our greatest op- 
portunity to conserve energy while 
meeting public transportation 
needs lies in southeast Michigan,” 
he added. 


Mahalak pointed out that the 
issue will have to be addressed by 
the Legislature shortly when it 
discusses and acts upon a pending 
resolution authorizing funds for the 
planning and development of a 
rapid transit system for southeast 
Michigan 

Mahalak explained that law, 
enacted in 1966, provided for a local 
revenue source for a transportation 
district in southeast Michigan to 
aid in paying for the capital and 
operating expenditures for a rapid 
transit system The law also 
provided that this particular type 
of financing would expire April 15, 
1980, unless there is a merger of 
the Detroit transportation system 
and SEMTA. 









After career in farming 

Roy Raker finds Huron 
supervisor job a challenge

Promising voters "nothing” and 
running as a Republican in 
predominantly Democrat 
stronghold may not seem like a 
formula for success, but it didn’t 
stop Roy Raker from being elected 
supervisor of Huron Township. 

The 47-year-old, a farmer for most 
of his life, handily won the super, 
visor’s seat in 1978, defeating his 
Democrat opponent by 620 votes and 
becoming the first Republican to be 
elected in seven years. 

Raker’s was not an empty victory. 
His opponent, George Moore, had 
been township clerk for one term 
and supervisor for two terms. 

‘‘I believed I would do a better job 
as supervisor because I could now 
devote myself full-time to the office. 
As a resident of Huron Township for 
31 years, I felt the job would be a 
challenge,” he explained. 

Being the only Republican on the 
7-member township board hasn’t 
stopped Raker from getting most of 
his recommendations approved. He 
estimates that about 90 percent of 
them are passed by the board. 

Since taking office, the supervisor 
is most proud of working out an 
agreement with the Wayne County 
Bureau of Taxation that resulted in 
lower property evaluations for 
township residents. 

"The taxation bureau wanted to 
impose a flat 7 percent increase 
during last year’s reassessment of 
township property,” he said. "But, I 
succeeded in persuading them to go 
along with increases of 6 percent for 
residential, 3 percent for com- 
mercial and no increases for 
manufacturing and agricultural.” 

Raker figures, that the lowered 
property assessments saved 
township residents many tax 
dollars, a fact that gives him great 
personal satisfaction. 

Raker was not happy with clogged 
township drains and his claim that 
Block Grant funds that could be 
used to clean them "had been set in 
a corner” and forgotten time after 
time. 

He took action and saw to it that 
the funds were put to their proper 
use to clean the drains. 

An example of the close 
cooperation between Raker and his 
fellow trustees on the Huron board is 
having himself named contractor 
for construction of a new dog pound 
and for renovation of the Waltz 
community hall. 

"Instead of having to spend $85,000 
for the dog pound, something which 
the townshiip could not afford, I am 
having the dog pound built for below 
$30,000,” he said. 

Bids received by the board of 
between $12,000 and $30,000 to 
renovate the Waltz community hall 
were turned down, by the board and 
Raker went ahead to contract the 
job for less than $9,000. 

Questioned as to his feelings about 
Space World, the controversial 
lunar-oriented recreational park 
slated for construction soon in the 
township, Raker commented that he 
favored the project for several 
reasons. 

"Revenues received from the park 
will enable the township to pay off its 
bonded indebtedness for water and 
sewer bonds more rapidly. Also, the 
park will provide summer jobs for 
many of our high school students 
and teen-agers,” he asserted. 

Raker contended the lunar park 
would cost the township less in 
services for such items as police and 
fire protection and garbage pickup 
than if a subdivision of 1,000 houses 
were built on the land. 

"Space World also would be more 
self supporting,” he said. 

Several families living near the 
proposed location of the lunar park 
have fought its construction in the 
courts, but the way now seems clear 
for work to begin on the mammoth 
project 

The rangy, 6 foot-i inch Raker and 


his wife, Vera, are parents of five 
children. One son, Michael, does 
some farming and is a charter pilot 
at Willow Run Airport. Another son, 
Timothy, farms near Litchfield, and 
another son, Dale, lives at home and 
works for Northwestern Airlines at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 


He has a special gleam in his eyes 
when he speaks about his oldest 
daughter, Karen, who spent 3lfe 
years in Japan with the U.S. Navy 
and who is now stationed at 
Selfridge Air Force Base. 

His youngest daughter, Leslie, 
attends Huron High School and also 
lives at home. 

The supervisor has lived in Wayne 
County all of his life except for a few 
months near Monroe when he was a 
child. He first remembers living on 
a farm on Cherry Hill Road between 
Inkster and Beech Daly roads, then 
moving to another farm on Hannan 
Road between Ecorse and Van Born

roads. From there, his family 
moved to Huron Tow nship to a farm 
there. 

In Raker’s case, family history 
has repeated itself. He was born one 
of three boys and two girls, the same 
pattern as in his children. 


Now married for 28 years, Raker 
was elected president of the Wayne 
County Farm Bureau in the 1960s for 
two years and served on its board of 
directors for six years. 

He seems proud of the fact that for 
eight years during 1949-57, he 
worked as a wet plasterer during 
winter months when farming is at a 
standstill. 

"I worked as a plasterer with a 
neighbor friend, even did my own 
house,” he commented. 

As a youth of 18, he remembers 
being asked to run for highway 
commissioner, a job that required

His next venture into politics 28 
years later was more rewarding 
when he ran for and was elected 
Huron supervisor. 

In philosophy, Raker describes 
himself as a "middle of the roader, 
who does what the occasion calls 
for”. 

Outside of hard work with his 
hands most of his life, Raker’s chief 
loves are hunting and fishing, 
mostly in the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan. A deer hunter since 1950, 
he has bagged 28 of them, about one 
a year. 

Previous to his election, Raker 
and a brother had farmed some 600 
acres of land just north of New 
Boston for 10 years. Garden produce 
was grown on 150 acres, while grain, 
usually wheat and soybeans, was 
raised on the remaining 450 acres. 

"Our produce was sold to all of the 
brand name supermarket chains 
and to such large outlets as the 
Eastern Market and the Produce 
Terminal,” he explained. 

With his ability to meet every 
situation head on and to do the best 
he can to resolve them, Raker ap- 
pears destined to be able to cope 
with the future, whatever it turns out 
to be.

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Legislation would regulate public employee strikes 


The State House of Represen- 
tatives’ Labor Committee has ap- 
proved legislation to regulate public 
employee strikes in the state 
The bi-partisan package, which 
now goes before the full House for 
debate, is the result of 5 months of 
work by the committee 
State Rep Perry Bullard (D-Ann 
Arbor i. chairman of the Labor 
Committee, called the strike 
regulation package “something 
everyone can live with and a 
proposal which will have Gov. 
Milliken’s support.” 

The strike control proposals 
adopted by the committee would: 

— Remove current prohibitions 
against public employee strikes. 

— Maintain current prohibitions 
against strikes by police, fire and 
emergency medical employees, as 
well as state civil service em- 
ployees. 

— Create new bargaining 


procedures which would reduce the 
number of future strikes 

— Establish penalties on both 
teachers and school boards when a 
strike cuts into the 180-day school 
>ear and prohibit the extension of a 
school year beyond the third Friday 
in June 

— Require that both sides to a 
labor dispute meet at least 16 hours 
a day during any public strike. 

— Allow judges to enjoin strikes 
which endanger the public health 
and safety. 

“This is an extremely important 
and complex package of legislation 
which has required a tremendous 
amount of work,” Bullard said. 
“The bi-partisan support for these 
bills reflects our belief that this 
approach will help reduce the 
number of public employee strikes 
now taking place.” 

Bullard pointed to examples of 
other states, such as Oregon, 


Pennsylvania and Hawaii, where the 
number of public strikes is declining 
under similar legislation plans. 

“The experience of these states 
indicates that the approach we are 
taking can and will work,” he ex- 
plained “What we have done with 
this package of strike control 
legislation is to eliminate the 
current incentives for strikes to 
occur. 

“We also place economic sanc- 
tions on both teachers and school 
boards to make sure that school 
strikes don’t get out of hand This 
way, we can make sure that 
bargaining between public em- 
ployers and employees takes place 
in an atmosphere of seriousness and 
urgency, where neither side can 
benefit from being unreasonable.” 

The centerpiee of the strike 
package is House Bill 4645. It would 
allow public employees to strike 
after serving 10 days notice, and 


upon expiration of their work con- 
tract. Employees must already file a 
90-day notice with the Michigan 


Employment Relations Commission 
(MERC) stating that their work 
contract is due to expire MERC 


may provide mediation and fact- 
finding services during the 90 days

"Redcoat army" heads north §1

for start of deer season s 


The bulk of Michigan’s “redcoat 
army” should encounter few traffic 
problems during its annual 
migration north the day before 
firearm deer season opens Nov. 15, 
according to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

“The number of hunters in the 
woods should nearly equal last 
year’s record 747,028. and most of 
those will be heading for camps in 
the northern two-thirds of the state 
on Wednesday (Nov 14),” said 
Joseph Ratke. Auto Club touring 
manager 

Approximately 80,000 buck deer 
should be bagged over the 15-day 
season, with most taken in the first 
week That figure is down more 
than 20 percent from last year’s 
record 106,000 kill because of a 
drop in deer population due to three 
consecutive harsh winters. 

“The only traffic problem hun- 
ters could face is along 1-75 near 
the Zilwaukee Drawbridge north of 
Saginaw.” Ratke said 


Periodic slowdowns could result 
where three lanes of traffic merge 
into two. To reduce the possibility 
of jams caused by bridge openings, 
Saginaw River shippers will 
voluntarily restrict bridge openings 
during peak traffic hours Nov. 14- 
18. 

“Barring weather problems, 
hunters should be traveling at 
maximum speed on all other roads 
leading to deer country,” Ratke 
said. 

Auto Club predicts that nor- 
thbound deer hunter traffic should 
be heaviest between 2 p.m. and 12 
midnight on Wednesday (Nov. 14), 
and 5 and 10 a m. on Thursday 
(Nov. 15). A second wave of hun- 
ters will be on the road on Friday 
(Nov. 16) between 3 and 10 p.m. 

Southbound hunters are expected 
to jam roads between 2 and 11 p.m. 
on Sunday (Nov. 18)

Safety programs trim 
hunting-related deaths 


Each year, the number of firearm- 
related hunting accidents in 
Michigan declines. 

Hunter safety programs for adults 
and young people have contributed 
_ to this. Another factor is the 
; Michigan law requiring all hunters 
r to wear at least one article of 
t clothing in hunter orange. 

As a result, says cooperative 
® Extension service wildlife specialist 
Glenn Dudderar, hunting is one of 
the safest of all outdoor sports. 

Most accidental shootings that do 
occur happen at close range on a 
clear day with good weather and 
involve a friend or relative and a 
shotgun. They usually happen 
because someone handles a gun 
improperly or carelessly. They 
happen less frequently when a 
hunter is preparing to aim and 
shoot, probably because most people 
recognize the potential danger of 
that situation. 

The time to be most wary is when 
you least intend to shoot, when 
you’re getting in or out of a car 
r 'guns should not be loaded! ), when 
you're climbing over a fallen log, or 
when you’re taking a breather with 
the gun cradled in your arm. 

In some years, more hunting- 
related deaths are due to heart at- 
tack than firearms. These usually 


occur when ordinarily inactive 
people go out and overdo. 

Hunters need to get in shape for 
their sport the same way a swimmer 
or runner does. You need not train as 
hard as a marathon runner, of 
course. But you need to build up your 
strength and endurance. Start a 
conditioning program after con- 
sulting your physician. Regular, 
vigorous walking will help you get 
in shape If you’re up to it, swim- 
ming and jogging are good, too. If 
you have a regular fitness program 
already, step it up a bit in early fall. 

If you hunt with a dog, include it in 
your fitness program. The dog 
probably Is a little out of shape, too. 
Going out together will give you a 
chance to work with the dog on the 
signals and commands you’ll expect 
him to follow. And you can bet that, 
after the dog gets used to going out 
at a regular time, it won’t let you 
make excuses to slack off. 

Getting in shape will make hun- 
ting more enjoyable, as well as 
safer. To keep it safe, wear hunter 
orange and observe the rules of safe 
gun handling. These can be summed 
up as one rule of thumb — always 
point the muzzle so that, when the 
gun discharges, it won’t harm 
anything except what you want to 
shoot at.

Bill would curb 
j agencies' year-end 
'spending sprees ' 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has co-sponsored 
legislation designed to help curb 
wasteful expenditures through 
outside contracting and year-end 
spending sprees by federal agencies. 

Chief sponsor of the bill is 
Congressman Herbert E. Harris II 
(D-Va), who is chairman of the 
Human Resources Subcommittee of 
the Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee. 

Congressman Ford, a ranking 
member of the committee, said that 
subcommittee studies have 
demonstrated that no one in the 
federal government really knows 
how much is being spent on outside 
contracting. 

“Estimates run as high as $150 
billion — more than one-fifth of the 
federal budget,” Congressman Ford 
said. “The study also shows that 
much of this unnecessary spending 
occurs in the fourth quarter of the 
fiscal year, when agencies 
sometimes go on ‘spending sprees’ 
to use up their annual budget. 

“We have tried to control federal 
spending by setting limits on the 
number of employees in given 
agencies. Now we find that some of 
them are contracting for outside 


services and workers to get around 
these personnel ceilings.” 

“Our bill will require agencies to 
use a ‘cost-effective’ test as the basis 
for such contracts, and will put 
controls on last minute (fourth- 
quarter) spending.” 

Congressman Ford said the bill 
contains the following specifics; 

(1) Federal agencies could not 
obligate more than 20 percent of 
their annual budget in the final two 
months of the calendar year. 

(2) The Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) would lower the 
personnel ceiling of any agency 
which contracted for work 
previously done by Federal em- 
ployees. 

(3) The OMB would raise the 
personnel ceiling of any agency 
which determined that it did not 
have sufficient personnel to perform 
a function, and could demonstrate 
that such functions could be carried 
out more cost-effectively with 
regular employees than by contract. 

(4) Performance appraisals and 
merit-pay raises would be judged in 
part on how well federal ad- 
ministrators stay within personnel 
ceilings on a cost-effective basis and 
in compliance with contracting 
rules.

Law alters retirement setup 


A bill, which recently was signed 
into law, will allow persons who 
switch jobs and move from one 
public employee retirement system 
to another to buy back retirement 
vestment. 

That’s the word from State Rep. 
Edward Mahalak, who represents 
Western Wayne County’s 38th 
District. 

The law permits public em- 
ployees who join a new retirement 
system to pay back any con- 
tributions withdrawn from their 
former retirement system, which 
would enable them to acquire 
vestment in the new one. 

This would have to be done 
within five years of leaving the old 
system, or before Jan. 1, 1980. 

Although service credit cannot be 
transferred from one system to 


another, years vested in the earlier 
system can be applied to the total 
service of a person in the 
retirement system from which he 
or she retires in order to make up 
the minimum needed for vestment 
in that system, Mahalak s>aid. 

The lawmaker said the 
legislature also has turned its at- 
tention to walnut trees — par- 
ticularly the growing, buying and 
selling of black walnut trees. 

Approved by the House was a bill 
to create a system under which the 
Department of Natural Resources 
would regulate the business of 
growing, buying and selling black 
walnut trees 

Because of their close-grained 
wood, used in making quality 
furniture and cabinets, black 
walnut trees have become in- 


creasingly valuable as they grow 
scarce, Mahalak said. Mills are 
willing to pay as much as $10,000 
for a fine 100-year-old black walnut 
tree from which they can make as 
many as 100 paper-thin sheets to 
the inch to provide for expensive 
furniture, he added 

This has resulted in the in- 
creasing incidence of “timber 
thieves,’’ who raid forests in the 
winter and fall and remove the 
walnut trees. 

The purpose of the bill is to 
prevent this and preserve 
Michigan’s dwindling black walnut 
trees,” the Romulus Democrat 
said.

(Continued from Page A- 4 ) 
before a strike. 4 

Police, fire, and emergency medical em- 
ployees, as well as supervisory employees, 
“confidential employees” and executive 
employees would not be allowed to strike. Any 
employees who do go on strike could lose their 
jobs, just as in the private sector. 

The bill also would give Michigan Circuit 
Court judges the power to enjoin any strike 
which poses a “clear and present danger to the 
public health or safety. ” 

A second Bullard proposal in the five-bill 
package would eliminate the protection of the 
teacher tenure act for teachers who go on 
strike. Once the strike is finished, however, full 
tenure protection would be returned. 

A third bill in the package, sponsored by Rep. 
Nick Ciaramitaro of Warren, would require 
both sides to a public labor dispute to bargain 
for at least 16 hours a day, if a strike takes 
place. The Michigan Employment Relations 
Commission would be empowered to order a 
round-the-clock negotiations beginning 10 days 
before the threatened strike. 

Ciaramitaro said his bill was designed to 
avoid strikes — or at least shorten them — by 
ensuring that intensive negotiations take place. 

“Common sense will tell you that if you lock 
both sides up in a room for 16 to 24 hours a day, 
your strike won’t last very long,” Ciaramitaro 
said. “They’ve got to come to an agreement 
sooner or later in that situation. ” 

The other key proposals in the five-bill 
package deal specifically with teacher strikes. 
Those bills, sponsored by State Rep. Joe 
Conroy (D-Flint), plade mandatory economic 
sanctions on teachers and school boards when a 
school strike cuts into the 180-day school year. 
The proposals also prohibit extending the 
school year beyond the third Friday in June, 
and eliminate the possibility of school districts 
trying to “jam” the school year by teaching on 
weekends, holidays, or vacation days. 

"School strikes are one of our most pressing 
problems,” said Conroy, whose own Flint 
school district experienced a lengthy school 
strike this year. “By placing economic 
penalties on both sides, I think we can improve 
the collective bargaining process and avoid 
many of the strikes we have now. 

‘Without these changes in the law, there is 
often no reason for either side to bargain in 
good faith.”

Realtors caution 


Not all homes have increased in value 


Doubling of average home prices 
over the past 10 years may have 
given some home sellers a distorted 
view of the market value of their 
property, according to the Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board of 
Realtors (WWOCBR). 

“Such increased valuation 
generally is applicable only for 
homes that have been maintained in 
near perfect condition or even im- 
proved during current ownership,” 
said John Cole, WWOCBR president.

"If the dwelling shows signs of aging 
or needed repairs, prospecitve 
buyers who remain interested will 
start subtracting from the asking 
price. 

“While location has a great deal to 
do with home values, it doesn't 
necessarily follow that two sup- 
posedly identical homes next door to 
one another will command the same 
price. It depends on whether or not 
they are in equally good condiUon. 
With today’s prices and high mor- 
tgage interest rates, buyers have 
become very concerned with added 
ownership costs that may suddenly 
arise after closing.” 

In working with their realtor to 


establish a fair market value, Cole 
said sellers should subject the 
property to the same type of tests 
that might be applied by a 
prospective buyer. 

These might include a check of 
outside walls. Those made of wood 
may be probed with a knife for signs 
of dry-rot. Brick or stone walls may 
have the masonry tested to see if it 
crumbles easily indicating that 
water leakage may soon cause 
damage. 

Brick walls may be checked for 
bulges that could mean structural 
defects or brick veneer coming 
loose. Joints and corners of non- 
masonry walls may be looked at to 
see that no gaps exist to allow 
framing to be exposed to 
weathering. 

Wall paint may be examined to 
note any tendency toward blistering, 
flaking or peeling — a possible sign 
of missing vapor barriers. 

Invariably, the roof will come in 
for close inspection and questions 
will be asked about its age. If it’s 
asphalt shingle and more than 15 
years old, buyers will think of the 
home as one requiring a new roof in 
a short time. 

Exposed wood, particularly that 
near ground level, may be scanned 
for any indication of infestation by 
wood-boring insects such as ter- 
mites or carpenter ants. 

Small cracks in walks and 
driveways may be acceptable, but 
larger ones may suggest uneven 
settling and approaching need of 
costly repairs. 

“Seller^ should check the interior 
with equal thoroughness,” Cole said. 
"While minor faults such as loose or 


missing cabinet knobs or cracked 
windows are suggestive of poor 
overall maintenance, they can be 
repaired at low cost. Buyers will be 
much more concerned with the 
soundness of the basic structure and 
the condition of the heating, 
plumbing and electrical systems.” 

Recognizing the faults in the home 
leaves the seller with the option of 


making needed repairs to bring the 
home up to a higher market value or 
accepting a lower price, Cole said 
“In today’s market, there are 
some buyers looking for homes that 
can be obtained for a lower than 
normal price because of repair 
needs,” he stated. “Usually, these 
are people with handyman skills 
that can do much of the renovative 


work themselves and when they 
ultimately sell the repaired home 
can realise the greatest return on 
their investment. 

“However, other buyers may be 
completely the opposite and want 
only a home that can be expected to 
remain in perfect working order for 
several years after they move in.”

Even the most severe critics of 
American capitalism admit that the 
system has proved highly effective 
in creating wealth, but charge that 
it’s concentrated in the hands of the 
wealthy few — so-called “fat cats”, 
who presumably own most of 
American business and are the chief 
beneficiaries of profits. 

Economists who have studied the 
subject maintain that this is myth, 
not fact. Charles Hull Wolfe, former 
president of the American Economic 
Foundation in New York City, say s 
that, in one way or another, as many 
as 150 million Americans are in- 
vestors and owners of business and 
supply the capital to build facilities 
and buy equipment and materials. 

“If you have a savings account, 
own shares of stock or life in- 
surance, or are in a pension fund — 
and that includes most adults — you 
are helping generate funds invested 


in business, and you benefit from 
business profits,” Wolfe observed. 
"Employee pension funds own 35 
percent of all equity in U.S. 
business, and could own 50 to 60 
percent by 1985. As profits go up and 
down, pension fund income rises and 
falls, and it becomes easier or more 
difficult to pay benefits.” 

“You may not invest in any 
business directly,” Wolfe added, 
"but your bank, savings and loan 
association and pension fund do 
make such investments, and the 
more profitable American business 
is, the more you benefit. There is a 
positive correlation between profits, 
wages and employment. As profits 
rise, so do employment and em- 
ployee compensation.” 

Another misconcept, Wolfe said, is 
the notion, revealed by opinion 
studies, that 30 percent or more of 
U.S. families are below the 


"poverty level” — earn less than 
$5,786 a year. 

The U.S. Census Bureau shows 
that only 12 percent earn less than 
$5,786 for a family of four members. 
The bureau also reveals that most 
Americans are fairly well off — in 
the economic middle class, and 44 
percent of U.S. families earn from 
$5,786 to $15,000 — while another 44 
percent earn more than $15,000.

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Edible plants can be found now 


Looking for an outdoor activity 
that the whole family can enjoy? 
Then consider spending some of 
fall's nicer days outdoors harvesting 
wild edibles. 

Extension specialist Paul Risk, an 
assistant professor in the depart- 
ment of park and recreation 
resources at Michigan State 
University, teaches students about 
wild edible plants in his wilderness 
survival classes. He says there are 
quite a few edible plants that anyone 
can easily learn to identify and 
enjoy. 

One of these is the cattail. At this 
time of year, cattail roots are full of 
stored starch. When baked or 
roasted, they taste somewhat like 
roasted chestnuts 

Common fall fruits that you might 
find include apples and crabapples, 
wild grapes, hawthorn fruits, 
elderberries and rose hips 

You’re most likely to find apples 
and crabapples around old farm- 
steads. Rose hips — the fruits of wild 
and domesticated roses — may be 
found there, too. or in old fence rows, 
they make a tasty jelly. Risk warns, 
however, that rose seeds have a 
pronounced laxative effect. 

Hawthorns are easy to recognize 
because of their applelike fruits, red 


or red-orange and about as big as the 
end of a man’s thumb, and their 
often spectacular spines. They, too. 
make excellent jelly and good 
munching right off the bush The 
shrubs themselves may range from 
.3 to 12 feet tall. 

Wild grapes, which seem to be 
fairly abundant in southern 
Michigan this year, tend to be a little 
on the puckery side, but they make 
excellent jelly. The woody vines with 
their large leaves and dark purple 
fruit clusters are easy to find 
twining through bushes and trees, 
around utility poles and on fences 
and other structures. 

A different sort of edible wild fruit 
is the fruit of the milkweed plant. 
The pods should be harvested while 
they are green and firm — before 
they become filled with fluffy white 
stuff and seeds 

“If you wait too long, it’s like 
eating a down sleeping bag,” Risk 
observed. “The immature pods are 
an excellent food raw or cooked.” 

By this time of year, the pods are 
really too far along for eating. Keep 
them in mind for next year. 

Wild plants also can be the source 
of tea-type beverages. Sassafras tea 
is most commonly made from the 
roots, but the leaves of the sassafras 


tree also make a pleasant, lemon- 
flavored drink. Dried, they can be 
used to thicken and flavor soups. 

Another beverage plant is the 
staghorn sumac. Mash the clusters 
of fuzzy red fruit, Risk suggests. 
Then strain the fuzzies out by 
pouring the liquid through a piece of 
muslin. The reddish-colored, 
somewhat bitter, lemon-flavored 
solution that remains needs only 
some sugar to taste like lemonade 

The roots of chickory — those 
straggly-looking weeds with the 
purple-blue, daisylike flowers — can 
be sliced, roasted until they’re deep 
brown, ground and used as a coffee 
substitute or extender 

Although there are edible fall 
mushrooms, it’s easy to confuse 
edible species with poisonous ones, 
even experienced mushroom hun- 
ters occasionally make mistakes 
which can prove fatal. Beginners 
are advised to stick with puffballs. 
There are no poisonous puffballs in 
Michigan, Risk said 

There is the chance that the button 
stage of a poisonous mushroom can 
be mistaken for a puffball, however. 
To be sure that what you have is a 
puffball, cut it in half vertically, 
Risk advised. If it’s a uniform white 


all the way through, with no signs 
of a cap and stem developing, it’s a 
puffball and safe to eat Puffballs 
are often fried in butter or chopped 
up and used like mushrooms in 
omelettes and other dishes. 

Hickory nuts, butternuts and 
walnuts may be found in upland 
wooded areas It takes a certain 
amount of work to coax the sweet 
nutmeats from their shells, but the 
flavor of these nuts is excellent. And 
the price is right. 

Acorns from white oaks can be 
eaten raw, roasted for snacking or 
roasted and ground and baked in 
bread Acorns from red oaks -are 
very bitter To tell which kind of oak 
you’re dealing with, taste an acorn 

“If it feels like you’re being 
puckered inside out, it's a red oak.” 
Risk quipped 

The list of edible plants goes on 
and on. For help in identifying them. 
Risk suggests Angiers’ “Field Guide 
to Edible Wild Plants” and the 
series of books by Euell Gibbons He 
also offers the following basic 
principles for harvesting wild 
edibles: 

— Harvest basically health^ 
plants. But don’t expect super- 
market quality If you demand 
every item to be picture perfect and 
free of insect damage, you’ll come 
home empty handed 

— Avoid collecting along roads 
where plants might have been 
sprayed with pesticides. (City folks 
collecting in vacant lots might give 
a thought to passing dogs.) 

— Avoid placing plants in plastic 
bags and warm places like car 
trunks. This speeds decomposition 
and lessens quality. The sooner after 
harvest that you prepare wild foods, 
the better they will be 

— Unless you’re looking for a little 
extra protein in your diet, shake out 
as many bugs as you can when you 
harvest plants and wash plants later 
in a sink of water. The bugs — most 
of them, at any rate — will float to 
the surface. 

“The most important rule of 
thumb is never to eat anything 
unless you’re sure you know what it 
is and that it’s edible,” Risk em- 
phasized “if you have any doubt, 
don’t eat it.”

Communal bathing has been 
popular out on the West Coast ever 
since the group encounter 
movement started at Esalen and Big 
Sur 

Now the ‘‘hot tubs” have moved 
east and become big sellers in cities 
like Chicago, Cleveland, Atlanta and 
Philadelphia. Whether the fad will 
last in the East as it has in the West 
remains to be seen. 

The difference between communal 
bathing in Esalen or Berkeley, 
Calif., and Cleveland (for instance) 
is that the bathers splash around 
nude with their neighbors in Esalen 
and often in Berkeley. Clevelanders 
are not quite up to that. 

The only thing, therefore, that 
makes hot tub bathing in Esalen the 
same as hot tub bathing in Cleveland 
is the hot water. Now we may find 
out whether it is the hot water or 
nudity that has made group bathing 
so popular. 

Hot water bathing in wooden tubs 
is a Japanese connection, imported 
here after World War II. But it was 
only after nudity became a big thing 
that the hot tubs caught on with a 
wider public in California. 

It is interesting to me that most of 
the people who are into communal 
bathing in the West don’t make 
much of the sex aspect of bathing 
with their friends in the nude. What 
Jhey mention most often is the great 
feeling they get from soaking in the 
hot water. 

“It’s really relaxing,” said 
Melanie, a 25-year-old Berkeley 
secretary who has a redwood tub in 
her backyard. “It dissolves all the 
rigidities. When you get out you 
pulsate. It is really nice.” 

She does go on to admit, however, 
that the nude bath is a “good ice- 
breaker at parties,” 

“You focus on the whole person, 
not just on the face,” said Janice, 
Melanie’s roommate. “This can be 
very therapeutic in developing 
warmer, more meaningful 
relationships.” 

I wondered about this, so I asked a 
therapist whether nudity is as 
therapeutic as its advocates make 
out. He said he doubts it. 

“The marathon nude encounter in 
the pool at first seems to help,” he 


said. “Someone who hasn’t been 
around human flesh in months is 
given a pseudo-intimacy. But often 
the subsequent depression leads the 
person into a worse state than he 
was in when he started out.” 

But, he said, there are a lot of 
Barnum and Bailey therapists 
around who cater to the immediate 
wish. 

Therapy in many cases, he 
suggested, has become an “instant 
feel-good industry.” Group nudity, 
most people would say. makes them 
feel good instantly. 

A responsible practitioner, 
however, will study his patient’s 
wish for intimacy, this therapist 
said, in the broad context of who he 
is and how he arrived at his 
situation. 

This takes a lot of introspection 
and probing into the darkness of the 
subconscious and is not everybody’s 
hot bath. 

“Finding yourself” is the name of 
the group encounter game — and of 
the psychotherapies generally — but 
there has come to be a lot of doubt 
expressed over whether you find 
yourself by scrutinizing yourself 
more closely. 

“A person’s real self,” said 
Northrop Frye of Harvard 
University, “is perhaps more 
clearly evoked by what other people 


think of him than his own analysis of 
himself.” 

Getting back to nudity, however, 
there may be something to the idea 
that nudity appeals to us because we 
are an emotionally starved nation. 
We don’t touch much. 

A U S. singing group which went to 
Romania recently found it to be a 
nation of kissers. One of the national 
dances is the “perinita”, or the 
kissing dance. 

“We got enough kisses on our 
arrival in Romania,” said one of the 
teen-age singers, “to make us feel 
loved for the rest of our stay.” 

Actually, there was little sub- 
stantive communication between 
the Romanian people and their 
guests (neither could speak the 
other’s language), but the language 
of affection bridged the gulf. 

“All it took was a kiss from the 
mother of my host family when I 
stepped off the bus to make me 
forget I was homesick,” said 
another girl singer. 

While kissing and nudity may both 
answer our need for affection, I 
don’t mean to say there isn’t a big 
difference between the two. At least 
we old-fashioned Clevelanders 
would say so.

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Hope for record crowds 


Ski areas push safety in 1980 season 


Half of the 57 state ski areas open 
to the public this winter are hoping 
to attract record crowds by offering 
improvements such as new lodging, 
runs and lifts. 

Although looking for increases, 
most major lodges are hesitant to 
project how business and the 
number of skiers will compare with 
last winter’s all-time record. Last 
winter, it is estimated that nearly 
400.000 downhill skiers spent $145 
million in Michigan. So far, 1979 
Michigan tourism is down an 
estimated 6 percent from a year ago. 

With gasoline more available now 
than at any time since early spring 
in Michigan and the remainder of 
the Midwest, skiers should have 
confidence in fuel availability. 

“Along with the physical im- 
provements, skiers will find an 
increased emphasis on safety at 
many Michigan lodges,” a 
spokesman said. “Brochures from 
nine of 13 major ski lodges polled 
have warnings about the ‘inherent 
risks of injury.’ Two of the areas 
which do not include such notices 
will post similar warnings at lifts 
and on runs.” 

This new approach is the result of 
a landmark Vermont court ruling 
that resorts could be liable for 
damages stemming from skiing 
accidents. 

“It also has spawned a bill backed 


by the Michigan ski industry which 
will be introduced in the Legislature 
this fall," he added. 

The proposal is patterned after 
legislation pending in 13 states and 
on the books in 17 others. Michigan’s 
proposed law grants resorts im- 
munity from skier lawsuits as long 
as certain requirements are met. 
Those included marking open and 
closed areas and all man-made 
obstacles, showing degrees of dif- 
ficulty on all runs and placing trail 
maps in the ski area. 

The bill also calls for fining skiers 
for recklessness on slopes or lifts or 
for leaving an accident scene. 

Automobile Club of Michigan 1979- 
BO ski guide lists one less lodge open 
to the public than last season. 
Maplehurst near Kewadin was open 
to the public last year but now will 
operate for groups only. 

The average cost of daytime 
weekend lift fees this year rose 50 
cents to $7.85. Lift ticket costs range 
from $2 at the Upper Peninsula’s 
Crystella Ski area near Crystal Falls 
to $15 at Sugar Loaf near Cedar in 
northwest Lower Michigan. Skiing 
at city-owned Petoskey Winter 
Sports Park is free. 

Of the 28 ski areas with major 
improvements this season, seven 
have upped lodge space, six feature 
new downhill runs and eight offer 
cross-country ski trails. 


Largest pre-w inter expansion is at 
Sugar Loaf A $3.5 million project 
added 100 lodge rooms to triple at- 
slope sleeping capacity to 1,000 
persons. That ski resort’s dining 
room and cafeteria are doubled in 
size, too. A new skier service area 
has been added. 

Pre-season reservations also point 
to a record-setting year on the slopes 
by skiers. 

Ten of West Michigan’s 24 lodges 
offer at-slope rooms with the deluxe 
accommodations many skiers 
prefer, and those contacted say 
room reservations are equal to or 
ahead of last year’s pace. 

Boyne Highlands near Harbor 
Springs has booked nearly all its 
rooms for the Christmas holidays. 
The pre-winter booking pace at 
Boyne Mountain, near Boyne Falls, 
equals last year's. Bookings are up 
17 percent at Crystal Mt. near 
Thompsonvilie and 40 percent at 
Sugar Loaf. 

In East Michigan, a favorite of 
skiers seeking fun without the cost of 
luxury resorts, many opera torsof the 
region’s 12 areas feel tourism will 
continue the recovery begun in July. 

Skyline near Grayling predicts 
crowds equal to last winter, while 
Mt. Maria near Spruce expects a 50 
percent increase due to marketing 
and slope improvements. Bintz 
Apple Mt. near Saginaw also expects 


a business increase. 

Southeast Michigan’s eight lodges 
hope to gain business from those 
planning trips closer to home this 
winter. Boasting the state’s best 
snowmaking systems, they usually 
open first, are close to major urban 
areas and with one exception, 
feature night skiing. 

Mt. Brighton’s season pass 
requests are up 24 percent from last 
season. While Alpine Valley near 
Milford reports an increase in 
season pass inquiries. Also ex- 
pecting a good winter is Mt. 
Grampian near Oxford which upped 
rental stock 30 percent. 

With the state's highest vertical 
drops and accommodations ranging 
from lodges and condominiums to 
package rates at nearby motels, the 
Upper Peninsula’s 14 ski areas look 
for a good season after a poor 
summer. 

At Blackjack near Bessemer, 
reservations are four to five times 
ahead of last year. Bookings are 8 to 
10 percent ahead of last season at 
Indianhead Mt. Near Wakefield. 

Improvements skiers can expect 
at lodges this winter are listed below 
by region: 

West Michigan — Crystal 
Mountain, Thompsonvilie. eight 
condominiums offering 24 rooms, 
each room with whirlpool bath, plus 
six chalets, boosting lodging 


capacity 68 percent. Hilton Shanty 
Creek, Bellaire, 40 deluxe rental 
units and a ski touring center; 
Nub's Nob, Bellaire, five beginner- 
intermediate runs from 1,000 feet to 
thrge-fourths of a mile long, served 
by a three-place chairlift; Boyne 
Mountain. 26 miles of cross-country 
trails and a touring center with 
restaurant, saunas and 1,000 sets of 
rental skis, and Sw iss Valley, Jones, 
parking lot doubled and a man-made 
intermediate-advanced hill with a 
220-foot vertical drop. 

Mount Mancelona, two dormitory 
cabins with 20 bunks each, 12 miles 
of cross-country and snowshoe 
trails; Mt. Mcsauba. Charlevoix 
slope lighting increased 10 to 15 
times and a 2.5-mile cross-country 
trail; Royal Valley, Buchanan, two 
miles of cross-country trails, 50 
pairs of touring and 300 sets of 
downhill rental skis and a 6,000- 
square-foot ski shop. Cannonsburg, 
snowmaking capacity doubled; 
Traverse City Holiday, a dining area 
seating 125; Pando, Rockford, a 
cross-country trail and rentals; 
Middleville, a poma lift replacing a 
rope tow\ and Winterskol, Lakeview, 
two runs and increased 
snowmaking. 

East Michigan — Mount Maria, 
snowmaking capacity doubled; 
Bintz Apple Mountain, snowmaking 


and rental stocks upped 20 percent; 
Tyrolean Resort, Gaylord, 24 lodge 
rooms, dining room, 25-by-50 foot 
indoor pool, two 2, 500- foot- long in- 
termediate runs served by a poma 
lift, plus 100 sets of downhill and 50 
sets of cross-country rental skis, and 
Mott Mountain, Farwell, a 40-by-80- 
foot warming house with snack* bar 
seating 130. 

Southeast Michigan — Alpine 
Valley, beginner and intermediate

Charter 


It appears the time for change in Romulus is upon us. 

For some time, residents objecting to the questionable politics 
practiced in the community, have refused to consider the question 
of an extended term for the mayor, and the staggering of terms 
for city council. 

But with the advent of a new ‘era’ in Romulus, an era of 
restrained politics, and restrained politicians, maybe the time is 
ripe to investigate the possibility of further stabilizing the city by 
allowing a mayor more time to pursue his programs without the 
necessity of running for election every two years. 

We think the plan has merit now. 

At the recent Meet your Candidate’s Night, one candidate 
running for office made the suggestion that the community would 
be better off without the elected position she was seeking. 

The candidate was Helen Gallien, and the point she was making 
is that the Romulus form of government with its elections every 
two years, and directly-elected treasurer and city clerk, produced 
a government less directly responsive to the community. 

•We share that opinion with Mrs. Gallien. 

But we would go even further. 

We suggest that with the election now behind us, the city council 
should place the question of a Charter Review Commission on the 
ballot, and once that commission is established, they should urge 
•several important changes in the Romulus charter. 

The mayor should be elected to a four-year term, the council 
should be elected to staggered terms with the three highest vote 
geters every two years, winning four-year terms on council. That 
system still requires a council election each year but only four 
candidates are required to run. A continuity of leadership is then 
established that improves the likelihood that the community will 
continue to move forward. 

Also the offices of city clerk and treasurer should be made 
appointive by the mayor with confirmation by council. This way, 
both of those offices would be directly accountable to the mayor. 
Past attempts to use those positions for political maneuvering 
indicate that those offices were not above the practice. 

We think that these changes would substantially improve the 
governing process in Romulus and make the citizens better 
represented with clear, well-defined lines of authority.

Income tax 


We have heard .nat Wayne County is considering the imposition 
of a county-wide income tax to bail itself out of its long standing 
* financial problems. 

While we have been unable to find anyone at the county who is 
willing to publicly confirm the possibility of such a tax, we have 
been told by some who have chosen to remain unnamed, that a 
county income tax is an alternative that has been discussed. 

On the surface, thd passage of such a tax would appear to 
represent the action of men of courage, given today’s bleak 
economic outlook. And since men of courage are in short supply in 
county government, we would not expect to see such a drastic, 
politically damaging, decision coming down. But just in case 
Coleman Young is able to instill such courage, we will comment. 

The problem with Wayne County, is not, and has never been, a 
lack of adaquate funds. The problem is, and has been, lack of 
management. 

And that lack of management has created a private country 
club of burned-out politicians, who now cry wolf. And wolf they 
should cry because if the voters ever wake up, those many 
comfortable former politicians who now drain Wayne County of a 
substantial amount of money, will have to find a new job, if they 
can. 

So rather than object to a proposed Wayne County Income tax, 
we Will support its introduction. 

Nothing will get the attention of the voters like a new grab by 
the county for our pocketbooks.

Traffic violations decriminalized

A new state law to decriminalize minor traffic 
violations is now in effect. As of August 1, minor 
traffic violations such as speeding or making an 
illegal turn are now' civil rather than criminal 
offenses 

The purpose of the new' law is to make it easier 
for motorists to deal with minor traffic tickets 
and to eliminate crowded court dockets which 
have prevented enforcement of some traffic 
laws. 

A motorist can now' handle tickets by mail or 
send someone else to court to make the payment. 
To challenge the ticket, a motorist may write a 
letter to the judge requesting a reduction in the 
fine. 

If the ticket is completely ignored, the in- 
dividual’s drivers license will be revoked 
automatically. 

Most-traffic offenses are affected by the new 
legislation, including all minor offenses such as 
parking violations, speeding, illegal turns, 
failure to obey turn signals, obstructing the flow 
of traffic, disobeying a traffic signal, motorcycle 
and bicycle violations and driving with a missing 
license plate 

Previously, all moving violations were 
criminal offenses. If a motorist paid the fine or 


pleaded guilty, that person had a criminal 
record. Contesting the ticket meant taking 
valuable time to go to court. Court dockets 
became jammed with motorists who failed to 
appear in court (since it was a criminal charge, 
Ihc defendant could not be declared guilty if he 
or she was not there). 

Under the new system, most traffic violations 
are civil infractions The motorist who pays the 
fine admits responsibility but has no criminal 
record. The offender has the option of presenting 
his or her own case to try to reduce the fine — a 
maximum $100 plus court costs up to $100. 

The party may still go to court, but if he or she 
does not appear or does not respond at all to the 
ticket, the motorists may be declared respon- 
sible, be assessed a fine and have the license 
revoked immediately. 

In both systems, violations cost points against 
the individual’s driver license, and appeals to 
high courts are possible. 

License revocation is handled in essentially 
thesame manner. The court notifies the accused 
30 days after failure to answer a ticket to appear 
or to comply with a court order. The accused 
then has 10 days to respond before the court 


notifies the Secretary of State to revoke the 
license. 

The difference is that violators can now be 
declared ‘ responsible,” be assessed fines and 
have their licenses revoked even if they ignore 
the court. Previously, a driver license could be 
suspended for failure to show up at a hearing, but 
the driver could not be declared guilty or fined 
for the traffic violation. 

Offenses not affected are the more serious 
violations such as driving under the influence of 
alcohol or controlled substance, failure to stop at 
the scene of an accident, drag racing, dring the 
wrong way on a one-way street, failure to carry 
signed registration and failure to replace a lost 
lost or illegible driver license. 

These offenses contribute to a criminal record 
and most have a maximum fine of $100 and-or 90 
days in jail. 

Under the new law, careless driving is a civil 
infraction and reckless driving is a 
misdemeanor offense. The difference is that the 
reckless driver intends to drive that way. 

Eluding a police officer becomes a more 
serious offense under the new law. The offense 
was previously subject to a two-point penalty; 
now it costs four.

DuPont millions buy 

only 4 HUD hours

It appears that nothing is sacred. 

According to a recent report out of 
Washington, it now costs more than one cent to 
mint each penny. 

Why? Part of the problem might be those very 
regulations that are turning us into penny- 
pinchers. The Department of Commerce 
estimates that the copper industry will have to 
pay $3.5 billion to comply with government 
regulations between now and 1987, raising the 
price of copper 43 percent above what those 
prices would be without the regulations. 

Ironic ! 

It seems that the only advocates of new 
regulation are either non-producers or govern- 
ment. And it is apparent why those regulations 
have met with such fervent support from both 
groups. 

Those regulations create new jobs. But un- 
fortunately, nothing more. 

Forget about an old fashion concept called 
‘cost effectiveness.’ Forget about fiscal 
responsibility. Just continue to crank out 
regulations and everything will be all right. 

A fine solution for the very short run, but 
disaster over the long haul. 

If we concede, and most of us will, that private 
business has been, and will most likely remain, 
the very backbone of a democratic system, then 
we must also concede that a healthy private 
sector creates a healthy public sector. 

But today, government seems to have gotten 
the message mixed up. 


Hell-bent on new' regulation, government is 
quickly becoming the employer of last resort as 
the private sector continues to reel under the 
massive new’ and costly regulations which do 
little to improve the lives or safety of our 
citizens. 

A few years ago, the Federal government 
created the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA), to protect American 
workers. 

In spite of the expenditure of billions of dollars, 
today statistics indicate that workers are no 
safer than before OSHA. 

Recently. President Carter created the 
Department on Energy. More billions have been 
spent for that agency , and the only net effect was 
the addition of nearly $.25 to the cost of each 
gallon of gas The agency has not drilled one new 
oil well, or in any other way contributed to the 
resolution of the energy crisis. 

President Carter has also created the new 
Department of Education. That agency will have 
a budget in the billions, will employ nearly 
30,000, but will ultimately fail, just as the federal 
government’s many other grand money spend- 
ing schemes, have failed. 

And they will fail because government has 
never learned how to operate a business. 

If the corner hardware store ignores good 
business practice, it will go out of business. If the 
butcher fails to remain responsive to his 
customers, customers will go somewhere else 


and the butcher will be out of business. And if the 
local auto dealership does not reamin com- 
petitive in his pricing of goods and services, he 
will be out of business. But only the government 
can ignore all the basic tenets of business and 
still survive. 

Government will survive because it will not 
allow itself to run out of our money. 

Recently the federal government stated that 
private business was rolling in money, money, 
money. 

But a look at the situation will reveal an in- 
teresting fact. 

In 1978, DuPont paid dividends to stockholders 
amounting to $288 million. 

A lot of money? Of course. But by whose 
standards? 

That $288 million DuPont paid to share holders 
would have kept the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare going for only 4 hours. 

So where is the money? 

There must be something basically wrong with 
a system founded on private enterprise, when 
just one of many federal agencies can gobble up 
in four hours, what it takes one of America’s 
largest companies to make in a year. 

But more importantly, what did HUD do with 
that obscene budget aimed at improving the 
American lifestyle. 

It destroyed our cities, corrupted our 
politicians, and taught too many, that govern- 
ment is only the friend of bigger government.

1 wish you would print this letter for 
other people that are in my situation and 
maybe your advice will help other 
fathers to see what is apparently not 
visible to them. 

We recently married. 

My husband’s 18'* year old son is 
living with us. 

He came to live with us because he 
wanted to attend a better school district. 
About 5 months into school he decided to 
quit and get a full time job. Five months 
went by and he never worked, just sat 
around the house (while we both worked) 
created messes and watched TV. 

Finally he obtained a job and now 
works when he feels like it. Some weeks 
he sits home 2 days a week. He does not 
pay any room and board because his 


father does not insist. He rarely does 
anything around the house. 

His father does not require him to help 
out, to maintain any house rules, curfew 
rules or clean up his own piesses. That is 
where I fit in. I clean and wash his 
clothes, plus work full time and attend 
school. 

Do you think I am wrong to feel 
cheated? I cannot say anything to this 
boy. He is totally independent. 1 feel that 
he should be required to work full-time, 
pay room and board if he is to stay with 
us or in the alternative find himself his 
own apartment. 

The boy is not learning any respon- 
sibility and the problems he is creating 
that 1 resent are somewhat causing 
problems with my husband and I. 

WHAT SHOULD I DO? 


Dear What, 

How can you call this boy independent when according to your letter, he is so 
dependent? 

Any 18 year old who works when he wants to, does not contribute to household 
chores or expenses, cannot be called independent. Furthermore, this type of depen- 
dency is unhealthy for all concerned. 

Vou tell me in your letter that you cannot talk to the boy. How about your husband? 
(Can you talk with him?) If he feels that he is helping his son, he must be made to 
understand that he is doing him no favors. In fact, he not only is doing him no favors 
he could hardly do more harm. 

Sometimes when there is a divorce which involves children, parents (particularly 
the parent who does not get custody) feel that they must make it up to the child for 
breaking up the family unit. 

They try to do this by being overly permissive, generous and trying to be a friend 
rather than a parent. This simply conveys to the child that, in fact, something extra is 
owed to him/her and they grow into lazy, dependent adults who feel the world owes 
them a living. 

1 am going to suggest conjoint counseling for you and your husband. For your 
husband so he can resolve his feelings about his divorce and responsibilities to his son, 
and for you to get a greater understanding of your individual rights as a person and 
for the tw’o of you to open up communication in your marriage.

Despite studying at The Wharton School 
in Philadelphia and at the London School 
of Economics, I am just as baffled as the 
man next door by what passes as frugality 
in the Nation’s Capital. 

Take a recent typical week: 

1) The House voted itself a 5.5 percent 
pay raise, putting their salaries over the 
$60,000-per-year mark. Guess it takes big 
bucks these days to figure out how to spend 
our tax dollars. The Senate, to its credit, 
balked at the increase, leaving the matter 
urresolved. 

2) Then the frugal-minded House of 
Representatives gave its stamp-of- 
approval to creation of a new cabinet level 
Department of Education. 

The Senate had previously approved the 
bill. The department will have some 18,000 
employees (to start) and a first-year 
budget of $14 billion. One of the arguments 
made by the Administration in its lob- 
bying for ihe bill was that streamlining the 
education bureaucracy — previously part 
of the Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare — would save taxpayers an 
estimated $100 million a year, or more. In 
other words, we gotta spend $14 billion to 
save $100 million. 

Beginning to get the picture? 

3) The same week, the House approved 
its budget resolution for fiscal year 1980,

which began October 1. The resolution 
calls for expenditures of $548.2 billion and 
revenues of $519.3 billion — meaning a 
deficit of nearly $29 billion. 

Moreover, as the Heritage Foundation's 
Walker Fellow in Economics, Eugene 
McAllister, pointed out in a recent 
monograph, the budget resolution does not 
include a variety of ““off-budget” items, 
such as the Postal Service. This would add 
another $11.6 billion to the deficit, says 
McAllister. 

4) And earlier in the week, the House had 
voted — for the second time this year — to 
raise the national debt ceiling. The 
cumulative national debt now authorized 
by our penny-pinching representatives is 
(hold your breath!) $879,000,000,000 
That’s 879 billion. 

Five years ago, in fiscal 1974, the debt 
was a miserly $475 billion. In just five 
years, it has nearly doubled Now. I might 
remind you, this is from people who claim 
to be anti-Big Government, and a Congress 
that has billed itself as being austerity- 
minded. 

Oh well, just a typical week here in this 
sleepy Southern town.

A game 
few will 
forget

If you were a Westland John Glenn football fan you probably 
said: “Unbelievable.” 

And that was probably the word Wayne Memorial’s subdued fans 
used as they quietly, single-filed their way out of the stadium 
FYiday night. 

A last play decided it. Doomed Wayne. Resurrected John Glenn. 

And the controversy surrounding "the clock” buzzed through the 
rows of humanity — some 5,000 who had gathered to witness the 
Ninth Annual Fall Classic. 

Glenn Coach Chuck Gordon must have felt the way Bo Schem- 
nechler did nearly a week before when the Wolverines pulled out at 
last play 27-21 victory over Indiana ip Ann Arbor. 

And the simile holds true for Wayne Coach Floyd Carter and 
Indiana’s Lee Corso. 

Ahead 7-3, Wayne saw its hopes of ending Glenn’s fine year 
domination of the series when Rick Dilcher scored on a broken play 
from the four as time ran out. That gave the Westlanders their 
closest win, 9-7, over the Zebras who have not beaten their natural 
rivals since 1973. 

Irate Wayne fans argued “that the clock didn’t move during the 
last three Glenn plays.** In fact, the clock was turned back. The 
reason: the official time iskept on the field by the referees and the 
one displayed on the field had been corrected to reflect the exact 
amount of time left. 

And, despite all of the controversy, one w r ould have to agree with 
Carter’s assessment of the game. 

"That both teams played their hearts out,” Carter said in a 
lockerroom where there weren’t many dry eyes, "no one likes to 
lose ... and that’s especially true on a last pfey of the game. But it 
happened. “You have to give Glenn a lot of credit for not quitting. 

“But, believe me, I love these kids. What can you do? Say? Or 
how do you make them understand that they did their job out there 
and we’re all proud of them?” 

Ironically, Wayne helped in its own demise. After getting an 
opening kick-off “gift” in the form of a fumble pounced on by Mike 
Wilson that led to Rick Rogers’ 13-yard touchdown, the Zebras 
became over-anxious in the last quarter and committee numerous 
mistakes. In fact they were slapped with 60 yards in pennies in the 
second half alone. Some of those infractions were fatal. 

Glenn got on the scoreboard in the third quarter wthen John 
Johnston booted a 25-yard field goal with 32 seconds left. The series 
that revitalized the Rockets was a 16-play, 63-yards of grueling 
football, climaxed by Discher’s dash from the pocket into the end 
zone. 

Bedlam broke out. 

But it was the sort that excluded the chaotic. 

"You know we didn’t get one single call in connection with that 
game,” said a Wayne police spokesman. “The fans dispersed and 
that was it. I think they all saw two excellent football teams.*’ 

And that’s the way it should be. 


Now that I’ve had my say, here’s Jim Bradley who has covered 
John Glenn’s football team, with his his comments: 

Glenn’s Coach Chuck Gordon and Wayne’s Floyd Carter are two 
superlative coaches with tremendous football programs. The ex- 
citement and enthusiasm generated by the grid rivalry is good for 
the community and good for sports in general. 

Never tell these two top-rated, quality individuals that football 
doesn’t teach character to those who participate. Both had definite 
things to say after the “big game” Friday night. 

“I’m really happy for our players that we won this game,” said 
the jubilant Gordon, whose Rockets ended with a 4-5 record, their 
first losing record in six years. “There were people who had 
completely written this team off but it was a credit to our players 
that they didn't fold up.” 

Glenn suffered many injuries along the way and lost a 26-0 
decision to top-ranked Dearborn Edsel Ford in the season opener. 
Their schedule ranks second to none and two of their other losses 
were to league champions, Redford Union and Livonia Stevenson. 

“I thought our defense did a great job in containing Rick Rogers 
and Don Shumpert,” Gordon said. “They are outstanding running 
backs and it’s almost impossible to completely stop them. We bent 
some, but we didn’t break, and that’s the key. Holding a good team 
like Wayne to only seven points is a great accomplishment, I 
believe.” 

Gordon praised his staff for a job well done. “I think we have a 
great staff of quality people. Dan Henry, our defensive coordinator 
(fid an especially good job. Jeff Mate, who coaches our defensive 
ends, Dennis Healy, our defensive line coach, and Jim Juras, our 
defensive back coach, did an outstanding job preparing our team 
for this game,” Gordon said. 

“I was proud of our player’s’ poise in the last seconds of the 
^me. They kept their cool and carried out their assignments in 
getting the game-winning touchdown after time had run out,” said

The thrill of victory, the agony of defeat! 

It was all graphically portrayed on the worn, wind-swept football field Friday 
night at Wayne Memorial High School. Strong, mature Wayne players were on 
their knees weeping, exhausted, jubilant Glenn players, moved to their feet by 
sheer exhilaration of victory, were drowned in a sea of humanity that cascaded 
from the bench and visiting stands. 

Wayne led the entire game, 7-0, scoring on the first series after Glenn fumbled 
the opening kickoff. Stung by five consecutive defeats by the red and white of 
it’s cross-town rivals, Wayne stubbornly, doggedly stopped drive after drive by 
the Rockets. Just four seconds remained on the scoreboard clock as the Wayne 
defenders dug in on their own four-yard-line and time for only one play. 

Wayne clung desparately to a 7-3 lead as junior quarterback Rick Discher 
faded back for one last-ditch pass by Glenn. Tight End Bill Dye. the intended 
receiver, was legally knocked down and all other receivers were covered by the 
Zebra’s swarming defense that flooded their right half of the field. 

A lunging Wayne lineman missed tackling Discher when the agile quar- 
terback side-stepped — but it looked all over for Glenn. 

But wait. 

Discher’s quick footwork broke him into the open as he started to his right — 
and suddenly there wasn’t a Wayne player in front of him for what seemed 
miles away. 

There was no time left on the 
scoreboard clock. 

What looked like a perfectly 
defensed play suddenly was an 
overshifting alignment by the 
Zebras and Discher raced around 
right end and into the endzone for 
the winning points. That’s when 
strong young men, garbed in the 
familiar blue and gold of Wayne 
Memorial, openly wept after playing 
their hearts out. 

That’s when the “never-say-die” 
Rockets of Chuck Gordon once again 
knocked the teeth out of the “jaws of 
defeat” to claim a last-minute 
victory. That’s when the flood of 
humanity poured over Discher and 
the rest of the jubilant Glenn players 
in the endzone as instant hysteria 
broke loose. Bedlam reigned! 

Few of the rabid fans that packed 
the stands glanced up at the 
scoreboard — and there was no need 
for the extra-point kick. They were 
all too aware of the final result: 
Visitors 9, Wayne 7. 

In marked contrast to the back- 
pounding, whooping, hilarious 
victory celebration in a pile of 
human bodies in the north endzone, 
a startled, anguished hush fell over 
the Wayne fans and players as the 
knawing, irritating reality of defeat 
set in. /. 

“From my vantage point on the 
field, I thought we had the play 
perfectly covered,** said a 
distraught Floyd Carter, who saw 
his Zebras fall to the Rockets for the 
sixth consecutive time. 

“We knew they would probably go 
to their big tight end (Bill Dye) and 
we were right Our defensive end,

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CPSC won 't 
regulate 

off-roaders 


The US Consumer 
Product Safety Com- 
mission has denied a 
petition to regulate off- 
road trail bikes, mini- 
cycles and mini-bikes 
sold in the United 
States. 

The petition had been 
submitted by two 
physicians from Seattle, 
Wash 

The petitioners had 
urged that federal 
limitations be set on the 
maximum speeds these 
bikes could attain, as 
well as cautionary 
labels for parents and 
children They also had 
requested design 
changes so that each 
vehicle would ac- 
commodate only one 
rider at least the size of 
an average 14-vear-oId 

Although it denied the 
petition. the com- 
mission discussed how 
to require disclosure of 
the accurate speed 
capabilities of these off- 
road vehicles, and will 
work with industry on 
such disclosure Speed 
information may help 
consumers, particularly 
parents, weigh the risks 
of high-speed bikes 
before purchasing them 
for children 

In addition, the 
commission will en- 
courage industry to 
develop voluntary 
measures to reduce 
injuries from motor 
bike parts which can 
burn riders, including 
exhaust pipes 

Since 1973, motor bike 
injuries requiring 
emergency room 
treatment have 
decreased sharply.

31.000 in 1973 to ap- 
proximately 19,100 in 
1978 This reduction first 
became evident in 1975. 
Approximately 3 6 
million off-road bikes 
now are in use in the 
US. 

Additionally. mim- 
bike sales have 
decreased from a peak

1977, according to an 
industry group Com 
parable sales figures 
are not available for 
trail bikes and mini- 
cycles 

Commissioner Stuart 
M Statler volunteered 
to work with industry to 
explore the possibility of 
compiling and 
disclosing the speed 
information and to 
promote voluntary 
safety standards for 
these vehicles. 

Young people find the 
motor bikes par- 
ticularly appealing and 
are among the most 
frequently injured, 
CPSC staff has report 
ed For example, 9- 
year-olds as well as 12 to 
14-year-olds most often 
were injured in mini- 
bike accidents. 

CPSC staff reported 
that the most common 
hazard with all three 
types of bikes involved 
falling off, which 
resulted in more than 
5,000 injuries in 1978 
Almost 1,300 injuries 
were caused by body 
contact with hot or 
moving parts, and more 
than 1,000 injuries 
resulted from collisions 


Kok urges 
fuel assist 
for seniors

Peter Kok today has urged gas companies, fuel 
and wood suppliers to follow' the lead of the 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co 

The company initiated a program earlier last 
week that guarantees that no senior citizen will 
have his gas service shut off this winter because 
of failure to pay the bill 

“Unless energy suppliers throughout the State 
adopted a similar program to assure that older 
people with bill-paying problems aren't faced with 
shut-offs, thousands of senior citizens will have to 
choose between food and fuel,” Kok said 

Kok explained that the Michigan Consolidated 
Gas program is a result of the cooperative efforts 
of the Office of Services to the Aging, the state s 
13 area agencies on Aging and Community Action 
agencies The program includes an extensive 
outreach program, especially the use of the Senior 
Energy Advisor Program 

The Senior Energy Advisor Program places a 
VISTA volunteer in each Area Agency to establish 
an energy information service Part of the service 
will be to provide senior citizens with advice and 
information about obtaining financial assistance to 
pay their fuel bills. Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Co.’s program will be part of this effort 

“The Office of Services to the Aging will help 
any fuel supplier to set up such a program We 
believe it is only through the combined efforts of 
government and private industry that all older 
people who experience problems in paying their 
fuel bills can be assured of heat this w inter 

Kok stressed that quick action is needed 
because thousands of senior citizens on fixed in 
comes already know- that they won t be able to 
pay their high fuel bill this w inter

Lift-equipped buses, a new Park and Ride route 
and major service increases head the changes 
planned for western Wayne County bus routes, 
starting Monday 

The improved service and increased trips are 
part of the response of the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority (SEMTA) to an ap- 
proximate 25 percent ridership increase in the past 
year — an increase that has caused crowding in 
peak-hour buses. 

Wayne. Westland and Dearborn area residents 
will see service improvements on the 165 Dearborn- 
Taylor-Wyandotte, the 185 Westland-Dearborn- 
Ecorse, the 200 Michigan Avenue, the 240-250-260 
Westland, the 285-286 Middlebelt-Inkster, and the 
835 Ford Road Park and Ride. Also, the 809 Wayne- 
Dearbom-Detroit Park and Ride will change its 
name to the 809 Michigan Avenue Park and Ride. 
All buses on this route will be lift-equipped. 

Discount exact-fare tickets and monthly discount 
SEMTACARDS can be used on all SEMTA transit. 
Purchases over $10 may be billed to Visa or 
Mastercharge by calling 256-8700.

On the new weekday 815 Western Wayne Park and 
Ride, morning inbound buses will begin their run at 
Madonna College, located at Schoolcraft ( 1-96) and 
Levan. Two other free Park and Ride lots for the 815 
Plymouth are the Sheldon Center at Plymouth and 
Farmington roads and Wonderland Shopping 
Center at Plymouth and Middlebelt roads. The bus 
will provide local service on Beech-Daly between 
Plymouth Road and Schoolcraft. 

Downtown Detroit passenger-pickup points in- 
clude the Renaissance Center, Jefferson and 
Randolph, Jefferson and Griswold, Griswold and 
Lamed, Fort and Shelby, Washington Boulevard 
south of Lafayette, and Michigan Avenue at Cass, 
Third and Sixth streets. 

SEMTA designed the 815 Plymouth Park and Ride 
after surveys indicated that riders on the 810 
Plymouth-Livonia Park and Ride and the 835 Ford 
Road Park and Ride were driving significant 
distances to reach those routes. 

Service charges for the other routes include: 

— 165 Dearborn-Taylor-Wyandotte: This 
Saturday schedule will be revised so that buses 
make better connections with 110 Jefferson buses at 
Eureka and Biddle. 

— 185 Westland-Dearborn-Ecorse: All buses will 
be lift-equipped. On weekdays, in response to 
riders’ requests, one morning inbound and one 
afternoon outbound trip will be extended into Great 
Lakes Steel in Ecorse. Saturday service will start 
earlier, at 8 a.m., and end later, at 7:30 p.m. Buses 
will run every 60 minutes instead of every 90 
minutes. 

— 200 Michigan Avenue: One morning inbound 
trip and one afternoon outbound trip will be added. 
On Saturdays and Sundays, all trips will be ex- 
tended to the Renaissance Center from Michigan 
and Shelby. Saturday service will continue at 15- 
minute intervals, with service to Wayne every 30 
minutes and to Greenfield Village every 60 minutes. 
Service to Wayne on Sundays will be at 30-minute 
intervals, via Greenfield Village and via Fairlane at 
60-minute intervals respectively. 

— 240-250-260 Westland: Additional morning and 
evening peak-hour trips have been added. On 
Saturdays, all Route 250 trips will be extended to the 
Renaissance Center; and the bus will run at 60- 
minute intervals. 

-— 285 Middlebelt-Inkster: In response to 
passengers’ requests, morning rush hour service 
will be instituted The first northbound bus will 
leave Wayne County General Hospital at 6:49 a.m., 
arriving at Livonia Mallat7:34a m and Seven Mile 
and Grand River at 7:42 a m The first southbound 
bus will depart Seven Mile and Grand river at 7:52 
am and will arrive at Wayne County General 
Hospital at 8:45 a.m. 

— 835 Ford Road Park and Ride: Inbound mor- 
ning trips will increase from three to four, as will 
outbound evening trips in response to dramatic 
ridership increases.

had their other receivers covered

Wayne’s “never-say-Dye” defense 
toppled the big tight end and Discher 
frantically tried to spot someone 
else to deliver the ball to. The 
Zebras, fading to their right, did not 
get much of a pass rush on Discher 
and the quick-footed quarterback 
jitterbugged away from one diving 
tackier and then sprinted into the 
endzone for the winning touchdown. 

Players were strewn all over the 
field after the broken play. Some 
were so physically exhausted they 
just laid or knelt where they were, 
too emotionally and physically 
drained to move. One John Glenn 
player was flat on his back in the 
center of the field, a lone prostrate 
figure in white uniform while a wall 
of humanity stormed the north 
endzone to celebrate another Rocket 
victory. 

“I feel especially bad for the 
seniors,’’ Carter said. “It’s a bitter 
way for the seniors to wind up their 
high school careers. I thought we 
played well enough to win. It was a 
great football game between two 
good teams and I’m very disap- 
pointed for my seniors. The juniors 
willhave another chance next year, 
but the seniors won’t.” 

Carter openly said he questioned a 
“couple of calls” by the officiating 
crew that whistled eight penalties 
against Wayne for 105 yards. Most 
of the damage was in the second half 
when the Zebras were “flagged” by 
the officials seven times, six of them 
15 yard penalties. Three of the 15- 
yard penalties came on dne long 
drive and nullified two first downs 
deep in Glenn territory, one on the 
five-yard-line and one on the three- 
yard-line. 

Carter, who never likes to com- 
plain abut officiating, was definitely 
upset with some of the calls, which 
he said the “young officiating crew” 
made in the game. 

“But give Glenn credit,” Carter 
insisted, “they marched 63 yards in 
the last two and a half minutes to 
win the game. Discher deserves a lot 
of praise for his poise under 
pressure.” 

Coach Gordon echoed Carter’s 
words. 

“I was extremely proud of our 
boys’ poise down the stretch. We 
moved 63 yards and took a lot of 
plays. All the players deserve a pat 
on the back,” he said. 

“Yes, we intended to go to Bill Dye 
and Wayne defensed it very well. 
Discher is to be commended for his 
quick-thinking and ability to run for 
the touchdown,” Gordon said. 

“However, this was truly a team 
effort and everybody gets a pat on 
the back for a job well done.” 

It didn’t start out to be a “job well 
done” when Ken Liedel, an out- 


standing player all year, fumbled 
the opening kickoff in the frigid 
weather and Rick Martin, who made 
the stop, recovered for Wayne on 
Glenn’s 33-yard-line. 

Junior Rick Covault, who stepped 
in when senior quarterback Pete 
Tavana was hobbled with an injury, 
guided the Zebras to paydirt in only 
six plays. 

Ricky Rogers, Wayne’s talented 
tailback, rambled 144 yards in 30 
carries in the game, capping the 
drive with a sparkling 12-yard blast 
off right tackle for the score. Don 
Shumpert, who ran for 52 yards in 10 
carries, gained two yards on the 
opening play and then Glenn was 
flagged five yards for being offside. 
Rogers carried the next five times, 
gaining 4, 2, 3 and 5 yards before his 
scoring burst. 

On his touchdown run, Rogers was 
momentarily stopped by a wall of 
players, but squirmed free and 
raced to the right corner of the 
endzone. Tavana was perfect with 
the extra point kick and Wayne led, 
7-0, with 8:24 left to play in the first 
quarter. 

Watching two teams blessed with 
speed and quick-strike scoring 
punch, the jammed stands looked 
for plenty of offensive fireworks. 
However, the only other scoring 
besides the winning TD, came on 
junior John Johnston’s 25-yard field 
goal with 33 seconds left in the third 
quarter. 

The rest of the game was a 
defensive masterpiece, with both the 
Woifpack Headhunters of Wayne 
and the Fighting Rockets of Glenn 
stopping one drive after the other. 

For the statistic-minded fans, 
Wayne had 14 first downs, seven in 
each half and Glenn had 13, nine in 
the second half and five during the 
winning march. In a vital statistic, 
Wayne was whistled 10 times for 105 
yards in penalties, with six 15- 
yarders coming in the second half. 

Wayne gained an even 300 yards, 
252 on the ground and 48 on one pass 
completion in the first half.

'Pacific Passage' 
premieres Asian

art acquisitions 


“Pacific Passage”, 
the exhibition that 
opened this week at the 
Detroit Institute of Arts, 
is the premiere of 40 
recent Asian art 
acquisitions. 

Spanning more than 
700 years of Far Eastern 

art history, the 
exhibition includes 
lacquers from China, 
ceramics from Japan, 
and paintings from both 
China and Japan. None 
of the pieces has been 
previously exhibited in 
Detroit, and the group 
as a whole is the result 
of a 3-year pursuit of 
excellent works by 
Suzanne Mitchell, 
associate curator of 
Asian art. The 
exhibition in - the 
museum’s Textile 
Galleries will continue 
through April 13, 1980. 

Ms. Mitchell pointed 
out that the emphasis 
was upon painting. 

v ‘Prior to the recent 
search, the permanent 
•collection had only a 
handful of top-rate 
Qhtnese paintings;- 
Japanese painting was 
even more sparsely 
represented. With these 
acquisitions, we have 
filled many gaps in the 
collection. Now we are 
able to show first-rate 
examples of all formats 
of Chinese and Japanese 
painting — hanging 
scrolls, handscrolls, 
albums, fans and 
screens.’’ 

Landscape, figure, 
bird and flower painting 
and calligraphy also are 
represented. Highly 
colored works — some 
lavished with gold and 
silver pigment — are 
included, as well as 
monochrome ink 
paintings. The works 
are done on a variety of 
papers, silks and satins. 

A major purchase was 
the painting by Chinese 
(Ming) master Wen 
Cheng-ming, titled “The 
Red Cliff.” The painting 
was discovered in the 
early 1970s, according to 
Ms. Mitchell. It is the 
last dated known 
painting by this artist, 
who inscribed it 
“Painted on a winter’s 
day in 1558.” Wen also 
was a famous 


calligrapher and the 
scroll is doubly at- 
tractive because he 
included the “First 
Prose Poem on the Red 
Cliff” above the pain- 
ting. 

Another masterpiece 
is the calligraphy 
handscroll on satin by 
Tung Ch‘i-ch‘ang, 
measuring more than 13 
feet in length. 

“The writing is so 
wild and cursive that 
many persons are at- 
tracted immediately by 
its abstract appeal, not 
unlike that of con- 
temporary art,” Ms. 
Mitchell said. Specialist 
consider this scroll one 
of the finest examples in 
any U.S. collection. 

Most of the Chinese 
paintings date from the 
550-year Ming and 
Ch‘ing period, and cover 
a broad range of styles. 
Both orthodox and 
eccentric painters are 
represented. One of the 
finest examples of 
brushwork is a 1750 
album of figures and 
landscapes by Huang 
Shen, formerly in the 
famous Hobart 
Collection of Chinese 
paintings. 

From Japan, the 
acquisitions include the 
fan paintings, “Com” 
and “Pampas Grass” 
(now mounted as 
hanging scrolls) by 
Japan’s most famous 


painter of the mid-nth- 
early 18th centuries, 
Ogata Korin. Experts 
believe that only 10 
authentic pairs of 
Korins exist in the world 
today. 

After delicate 
negotiations with the 
Japanese government, 
a pair of six-fold screens 
— “Reeds and Cranes” 
by Suzuki Kiitsu (1796- 
1858) — were allowed to 
come to the Art Institute 
collection. 

“Only three full-size 
pairs of screens by this 
master are in the United 
States and this was the 
last known pair 
available,” Ms. Mitchell 
said. Kiitsu applied a 
vibrant palette of reds, 
greens, blacks and 
whites to gilded silk. 

Choice Japanese tea 
ceremony ceramics and 
six Chinese lacquer 
objects (Sung and Yuan 
period — 11th to 14 th 
centuries) also were 
acquired. The lacquers 
are monochrome, un- 
decorated wares 
selected from a private 
Tokyo collection for 
their diversity of tones, 
forms and textures. 

The “Pacific 
Passage” exhibition is 
open to the public 
through April 13 from 
9:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
Tuesday through 
Sunday % and closed 
Mondays and holidays.

Progress Report on the Belleville and Ford Lakes Pollution Problem 

People who have been wondering what’s being done about the pollution problem at Belleville and Ford Lakes 
should be interested in the following progress report. 

As you may recall, the problem became acute during the summer of 1977 when high bacteria levels forced the 
closing of beaches on Belleville Lake and almost shut down the area again last summer. The seriousness of the 
problem resulted in a joint investigation into the possible causes of the pollution in 1977 by the State Department of 
Natural Resources, the State Department of Public Health and the Wayne and Washtenaw County Health 
Departments. 

Their study concluded that while there were many factors contributing to the pollution problem, no exact cause 
of the problem could be determined. Thus, worry and controversy regarding the situation has continued while area 
residents who enjoy the beauty and recreational opportunities provided by the lakes remain justifiably concerned 
about the future of these two bodies of water. 

W ell, something is being done. 

The University' of Michigan has been conducting a thorough and intensive investigation of the entire Huron 
River-Ford Lake-Belleville Lake system and has recently issued an interim report. The l 1 of M study, which is 
being financed with a $200,000 grant from the state, will continue through the fall.

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This in-depth stud\ is expected to result in the creation of a computer model of the lake system that will provide 
an accurate description of the lakes under a variety of circumstances. This computer model should also prove to be 
very useful in predicting how the takes will react to different influencing factors, including those produced by man 
and nature. Once this information is known, it can be used to help devise effective pollution control procedures. 

()t course, for a scientific studs to be helpful, it must be accurate and it takes time to establish a meaningful 
sampling system and then to collect and test all the necessary water samples and other data. The interim report 
from the University of Michigan indicates that significant progress has been made in establishing that sampling, 
monitoring and testing procedure for the Huron Biver-Ford Lake- Belleville Lake system study. 

I am optimistic that when this study is completed, and the recommendations resulting from it have been made, 
we will have a thorough understanding of this lake system, what adversely affects it and how best to protect it so 
that Belleville and Ford Lakes can be utilized to their full potential by the public for many years to come. 

I am also pleased that a citizens’ task force is very involved in this overall effort to solve the problems of the 
lakes. So important is the work of the task force that it is described in a separate article in this newsletter. I shall, of 
course, keep you informed as we continue to learn more from the U of M study. 


New Task Force Welcomed 
in Lakes Study 

The establishment and involvement of a citizens’ 
task force in the Belleville and Ford Lakes pollution 
study is a positive addition to the overall effort being 
made to solve the problems at the lakes. 

Direct citizen participation in government is always 
welcome because it almost always produces better 
results. As the intensive University of Michigan study 
into the entire Huron River-Ford Lake- Belleville Lake 
system continues, the task force can play an important 
and much-needed role by helping to keep the public 
informed regarding the condition of the lakes. 

This kind of task force can also be very effective in 
helping to monitor the condition of the lakes and in 
developing recommendations for policies regarding 
utilization of the lakes. Of course, I am always willing 
to do what 1 can to assist in this type of local effort.

Dear Friends , 

My first nine months in the State Senate are over and 1 must say the Laming political front is fascinating. The 
typical politician / know puts in long , grinding hours of study, sessions and committee meetings. Governmental 
machinery is cumbersome , but , out of a sometimes tedious process , some good legislation emerges. 

The wetlands bill produced a lot of heat in the Senate but is now passed on to the House. A bill to allow 
marijuana to be used to treat glaucoma patients and those undergoing painful cancer treatments passed through tin • 
Health and Social Services Committee, the full Senate and House, and nou au aits the Got < mors signature 

A parade of controversial bills comes before the Health and Social Sen ices Committee, which I chair, and the 
fall and winter promise much debate and dissension. At hand is the banning of Medicaid funding for abortion; 
mandatory health insurance coverage for drug addiction and alcoholism; and a new foster home licensing hill that 
tightens requirements of licensure and revocation and defines the responsibilities of foster home providers. 

For the first time the Senate Majority Leader allowed the standing committees to rvvieu the budgets of their 
jurisdictional areas. For Mental Health, l am especially interested in exploring programs which will allow families 
to keep their impaired children with them at home if they so choose. My Mental Health Task Force, with the 
assistance of a student intern, is studying family support systems across the country. 

In reviewing the Social Services budget I was particularly distressed over the meager shelter allowance u e allow 
ADC families and I attempted to raise the level during the appropriations battles on the Senate floor. More often 
than not an ADC family is locked into substandard housing , and l see this in Ypsilanti and elsewhere and I wonder 
where the American peoples priorities are. Perhaps / will see some of our budgetary targets change as l work in 
Lansing. 

One way we can change priorities in a time of tight money is to cut costs in medical care, easily the most rapidly 
escalating portion of our economy. While we want to maintain quality of care, especially for Medicaid patients, we 
can also teach people to take better care of themselves and offer physicians incentii es to cut down expensive 
medical procedures. The new State Health Code places Michigan in the national spotlight as a leader in redirecting 
health planning and financing. 

As \ ice-Chair of the Education Committee , I am well aware of the tough years ahead as our universities face 
declining enrollments. My Higher Education Task Force, with representatives of Eastern Mulligan University, 
Washtenaw Community College and the University of Michigan, is taking a hard look at the problem. Another 
concern of the task force has been the regent selection process at EMU. Barbara Perkins , Task Force Chair, and 
EMU faculty members George Perkins and Maurice Laney met with the Governors staff on this issue. 

In addition to working on Medicaid cost containment and housing for low-income people this next year, I want 
to take a close look at the state institutions in our area. Our responsibilities are to see that these institutions— and 
they are Ypsilanti Regional Hospital, Huron Valley Womens Facility, Forensic Center, Maxey Training School, 
and H illcrest— are run efficiently and humanely. Many of the citizens in this area work in these institutions I would 
like to hear from you about your work places, their good and bad points .

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ADULT FOSTER CARE 

One of the problems with adult foster care that has concerned me is the concentration of such facilities in close 
proximity to the downtown section of Ypsilanti. When added to the problem of those ex-residents of Ypsilanti 
Regional Psychiatric 1 lospital who have gone into independent living in the same parts of the city, this situation has 
created an excessive concentration of persons who are dependent on community services and who need services 
and programs that are not presently available to them. 

The Department of Social Services has the obligation to deny a license to a home if the issuance of that license 
would contribute to “excessive concentration.” The term "excessive concentration” has to be defined in 
administrative rules before the Department can use it, however. This past spring the Department unveiled its 
recommended administrative rule, which called for a limitation on beds tor adult foster care and child care to no 
more than five percent of the population of a given city, township, or county. 

At a hearing in Ypsilanti on April 24, I made it clear that I opposed that rule language because it had no 
relationship to the ability of a community to absorb the residents of such facilities, if we allowed that many beds in 
cities like Ypsilanti (about 1.350 beds in the city as opposed to less than 350 now), we never would see placements 
being made in homes in other parts of Washtenaw County, or in other counties where there are few homes, if any. I 
would prefer a one percent rule, at the maximum, w ith legislation allowing the local community to waive that rule 
for a particular facility that had demonstrated a real need to locate in the city. 

At the present time, the Department of Social Services is doing a total rewrite of the rule. 1 do not expect that we 
will see the new language before fall 1 will be looking at that language very carefully, however. Ypsilanti is only 
one of about twelve cities in the state with a problem of excessive concentration of dependent persons dating back 
to the days of "dumping” residents out of state institutions. 



TEN-CENT CHECK TAX PROPOSAL 

A bill has been introduced in the House of Representatives to establish a transaction tax in the amount of ten 
cents on all checks and money orders. My opposition to this measure is based upon the fact that this is a regressive 
tax since it is not based on an individual's ability to pay. The proposed tax would cost the average person as much 
on a one-dollar check as it would a major corporation on a sixty-million-dollar check. 1 feel this only penalizes the 
small consumer and provides them with no noticeable benefit. 

This type of "trick” tax is often accepted by the public because they are not aware of the long-term implications. 
It is my opinion that slipping through this type of tax proposal does nothing but further diminish the peoples trust 
in their government. I am therefore strongly opposed to this bill. 
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
